FILM MAN DISCUSSES DEATH 
Declares Accident, Which Oc- 
curred When Cars Were 
Passing, Was Unavoidable. 








George S. Meenach of 2341 Park ave- 
nue, proprietor of a grocery at 3018 Bast- 
on avenue, died at St. Anthony’s Hospi- 
tal.Thursday morning from injuries in- 
flicted by O. T. Crawford’s automobile, 
which ran over him on Jefferson avenue, 
near his home, Wednesday night. 

A police order was issued Thursday 
afternoon for the arrest of Crawford's 
chauffeur, James Herman, a negro, whu 
was running the car at the time of the 
eeccicent.

Crawford, a theatrical proprietor and 
film magnate, was in the machine when 
Meenach, stepping from behind a street 
car, was felled and crushed. 

The chauffeur at once stopped the 
machine, and Crawford took. Meenach 
home ana called Dr. Willis Young. 
The physician sent the injured man to 
the hospital. The only injury apparent 
at first was a fracture of the collar 
bone, but internal injuries proved to 
have been inflicted. 

Crawford was at his home, 5076 Fair- 
mount avenue, when he.learned of 
Meenach’s death. He expressed regret, 
but said he considered his chauffeur in 
£0 way to blame forthe fatality.

Wife of Sanito’ Co.’s mS 
Accuses Him of Having .

WITHOUT MEANS, SHE SAYS! 





Alleges:He Hired Back the Ser- 
vants She Discharged and 
Humiliated Her. 





Mrs. Mae C. Luyties Thursday filed 
suit for divorce against Herman C. G. 
Luyties of 36 Portland place, wealthy 
president of the Sanitol Chemical Co. 
Luyties at once entered his appearance 
and waived service, and the suit was 
docketed for the December term of 
Judge Allen’s covrt. 

The chief complaints made by Mrs. 
Luyties in her petition are that her hus- 
band has remained away from home for 
long periods, has associated with other 
women in a manner which has made him 
the subject_of public comment, and has 
been boisterous and disagreeable in their 
home, 

No other woman’s name appears in the 
petition, but Mrs. Luyties’ friends say 
that several others besides Mrs. Joseph 
Traunmiller have played apart in the 
estrangement, 

Wife's Accusations. 

During her absence from the city 
last summer, her friends declare, Mrs. 
Luyties learned that her husband 
was entertaining other women in his 
summer home at Kenwood Springs, 
St. Louis County. This hastened her 
resolution to file her divorce . suit, 
which she had intended to delay two 
or three years for the sake of her son, 
Herman Jr., now 12 years old. 

This inctdent, and the journey of 





the Southwest a few years ago, are 
not mentioned in the divorce petition. 

Whether they are brought out in tes- 
timony may depend on the amount of 
tesistance made by Luyties to the 
suit. 

. The suit was prepared for filing a 
whet ago, but the action was delayed 
by matters which called. _ Morton Jour- 
dan, Mrs, Luyties’ attorney, out of the 
city and by the efforts of Luyties 
and his attornev, Albert Arnstein, to 
forestall the suit. 

In her petition Mrs. Luyties states 
that her marriage took place Nov. 
20, 1898, and that the separation oc- 
curred Nov. 10 last. 

For more than a year past, she 
states, Luyties has made intolerable 
the conditions of their home life by 
interfering with her management of 
the home, discharging servants se- 
lected by her and re-employing those 
she discharged. On many occasions, 
she states, he has been boisterous and 
loud in, his behavior, language and 
conduct, and has humiliated her in 
the presence and hearing of the serv- 
ants. 

She further charges that Luyties has 
made himself so disagreeable to her 
guests and friends when they were 
visiting her that their visits have 
ceased. He constantly humiliated her, 
she declares, ip the presence of his) 
friends, informing her and them that 
she regarded herself as better than 
tifey. 

Cites Hig Late Hours. 

For more than‘a year, she alleges, he 
has remained away from home for long 
periods, and has taken trips to various 
parts of the country so as to be away 
from her; and has declared in the pres- 
ence of others that he had ceased to 
have any love or affection for her. In 
pursuance of his plan and purpose to 
show -his indifference and make her 
condition intolerable, she declares, he 
has, during each week, remained away 
from hcme in the evenings and at 
night, coming home at unseemly hours 
of the night or early morning. 

The petition continues with the state- 
ment that he has sought the compan- 
ionship of other ,women who are not 
the friends of the family or of his 
wife, and has preferred their society 
to hers to such an extent that his 
actions have become a subject of com- 
ment with the public and the press of 
St. Louis, to the wife’s great humilia- 
tion and mortification. His conduct 
toward her, the petitioh says, has for 
the last three or four years been one 
of indifference, neglect and mistreat- 
ment. 

The petition then mentions the child, 

and asks for his custody, states that 
Luyties has real estate, personal. prop- 
erty, money, stocks and bonds to the 
value of several hundred thousand dol- 
lars, the exact amount not being known 
to the wife; and that she is wholly 
without means of support aod of prose- 
cuting the suit.

PARIS, Nov. 23.—Ever since the first 
publication of the alleged romanc> of 
Mme. Curie and. Prof. Langevin a sec- 
tion of the press has been asserting that 
leading professors and, officials of the 
have been straining every 
nerve to suppress the case for the 


honor of science and the credit of the 
university. These papers declare that 
the president of the Paris press syndi- 
cate was required by members of the 
Sorbonne not to mention the story. It 
cortainly has been dropped. except by’ 
one or two papers. They say that there 
are two women in the case. 

One of the two is said to be a French 
woman whose home has been destroyed 
and the other a foreigner who delib- 
erately set on the task of separating a 
husband from his wife and the children 
from their mother. One of these papers 
prints verbatim the complaint which 
Mme. Langevin has lodged against her 
husband. 

The complaint begins by alleging that 
’Prof. Langevin hired an apartment un- 
der his own name in the Rue de Banquir 
on July 15, 1910. The apartment consist- 
ed of two rooms and a kitchen.

Curie is quoted as writing: “‘Au 
revoir, dear Paul, I take your dear head 
in my hands and caress it softly with 
tender, maternal feeling. I am sorry, I 
am unable to renew the flowers, chez 
neus. There is beautiful heather and I 
would like to make some there for you. 
I kiss you most tenderly.” . 


Letter of 3000 Words. 

A letter which was registered 
which makes more than 3000 words, is 
quoted verbatim in the complaint. In 
this missive Mme. Curie advises Lange- 
vin how he can secure liberty so that 
they can ‘‘see each other as much as 
the diversity f our occupations will 
permit, to work, walk and travel to- 
gether.”’ 

“There are ‘the profoundest affinities 
between us,” continued this letter, “‘and 
they only need a favorable mode of life 
for development.” 

Mme. Curie describes the sentiment 
which has arisen from ‘“‘her crushed life 
and his family life failure’ as something 
wherefrom ‘‘good work together ought 
to arise and a good, solid friendship

Out of City—Post-Dispatch Praised. 





A vigorous and comprehensive cam- 
paign to get both the Democratic and 
Republican national conventions of 1912 
for St. Louis will be inauzurated by the 
Business Men’s League immediately 
upon the return of President . Rolla 
Wells Fridgy or Saturday. The Execu- 
tive Committee of the league, in an en- 
thusiastic special meeting Wednesday, 
decided to mak a hard and thorough 
fight for both conventions. 

There was almost a full meeting of 
the committee. The Post-Dispatch’s of- 
fer to contribute $5000 to each convention 
fund, or $10,000 to one convention fund, 
if it was decided to make an effort to 
get but one meeting, was discussed free- 
ly. The offem was regarded as so sur- 
prisingly liberal that it was the con- 
census of opinion that almost any 
amount of money needed to obtain the 
two conventions Could be raised, 


Committees to Be Named, 

President Wells was authorized by the 
Executive Committee to appoint special 
committees to go to Washington to get 
the conventions. These committees are 
to have power to make the necessary 
financial arrangements. On the basis 
of what former conventions have cost 
St. Louis, it was estimated that at least 
$100,000 would be needed ao the two con- 
ventions. 

Elias Michael, president of the Rice- 
Stix Dry Goods Co., presided. The dis- 
cussion as to whether St. Louis should 
go after one or both conventions was 
based upon a resolution introduced by 
Edward A. Faust and seconded by A. 
L. Shapleigh. The resolution, which 
Was subsequently adopted without a 
dissenting vote, called upon President 
Wells to appoint committees to go to 
Washington with instructions to get 


1both conventions. 


All for Double Effort. 

Each committeeman present was asked 
directly whether he was in favor of a 
campaign for both conventions, Bvery 
committeeman answered in the affirma- 
tive. Michael made a speech strongly 
advocating the movement to get the two 
conventions. 

St. Louls, he declared, by reason of its 
central location, its .magnificent Coli- 
seum, and its excellent hotel facilities, 
could haudle the two conventions with 
the greatest possible degree of comfort 
and convenience to every delegate and 
visitor. 

Secretary Saunders was called upon 
for figures as to the cost of former con- 
ventions. He presented the figures show- 
ing that the McKinley convention of 
1896, held in a specially constructed wig- 
wam on the city hall site, cost $60,000, 
end the Democratic convention of 1904, 
$5v,000. No specific sum of money was 
decided upon as necessary to get the 
conventions, but the committees that 
vil) be sent to Washington will be told 
practically to go the limit. 

Entirely different committees prob- 
ably will be selected to go to Washing- 
ton to solicit tl.e conventions. Men of 
influence in financial and political af- 
fairs of St. Louis will be selected by 
President Wells. 

Cyrus P. Walbridge, a member of the 
Executive Committee, is now in Wash- 
irgton urging the Republican national 
committeemen who are there to vote 
for St. Louis. Harry B. Hawes left 
Wednesday night for New Orleans to 
see the Democratic National Commit- 
teeman of Louisiana to urge him to 
vote for St. Louis. 

Telegrams and letters will be sent by 
the League to the national committee- 
men representing, all states and terri- 
tories supplementing those already sent 
by the Post-Dispatch and calling the at- 
tention of the committeemen to the fact 
that St. Louis is in the field for the con- 
ventions and requesting their support.

$3.50 Monthly for $35 
Swears to Overtures 
to Settle. 


ASSERTS $50 MENTIONED 


Sidenbr. Is Informed That Alter- 
native Offered Was Loss of 
Household Goods. 


Prosecuting Attorney Sidener has un- 
der consideration remarkable develop- 
ments in the usury case In which Mrs. 
Sallie Cromwell of 2887 Washington ave- 
nue is prosecuting John H. Vette, a 
money lender, alleging that she paid 
$3.50 a month interest to him on a chat- 
tel loan of $35. 

When the case was called Thursday 
Vette’s attorney, Jeptha D. Howe, ap- 
plied for a change of venue to some 
court outside the city. Judge Miller of 
the Court of Criminal Correction se 
Dec. 2 for a hearing on the change of 
venue motion. 

The Prosecuting Attorney’s unusual 
interest in the case is caused by an af- 
fidavit made by Mrs. Cromwell and 
piaced in his hands Thursday. 

In this addidavit Mrs. Crowmell swears 
that she believes she has been ill-ad- 
vised and that efforts in Vette’s behalf 
have been made to induce her to drop 
the prosecution. 

Mrs, Cromwell made the affidavit 
in Associate Prosecuting Attorney 


Wilson’s office Oct. 26. It was made. 


public Thursday. It was attested. by 
Ferdinand Knittel, Clerk of the Court 
of Criminal Correction. In it Mrs. 
Cromwell says that on Oct. 28 she 
Was summoned to the office of a man 
whose advice she had sought and that 
he said to her, “What will you take 
to square this case and not appear 
against Mr. Vette?” 

She said she would have to see the 
Prosecuting Attorney before accept- 
ing a settlement. Her adviser told 
her that the Prosecuting Attarney’s 
force had all been bought off; that it 
was a political year and Vette was 


a rich man and the authorities would 
not want to prosecute him. 


Although she told him her hus- 
band was dying and needed her care, 
the adviser insisted that she return 
to his office the following day, which 
she did, 

Alleged Offer of $50. 

Mrs, Cromwell swears that her ad- 
viser then said Vette was a good, man. 
He then became confidential and said: 
“T am trying to finance a scheme 
with Vette to lend money to needy 
persons at less than 2 per cent. If 
you prosecute this case, my scheme 
will fall through. They want to set- 
tle with you—hand all your papers 
back and give you $50. They will be 


at your house tonight and a mani 


named Anderson will settle with 
you.” 

The adviser, she swears, told Mrs. 
Cromwell not to-.appear the following 
day, when the case was to be called in 
court. He, instructed her that if the 


case was again called, she must testify 


that the money she paid was not in- 


terest, but that it may have been ap- 
plied on the principal of her note. She 
indignantly refused to do this, saying 
she would not swear to a lie. She 
then telephoned to Associate Prosecut- 
ing Attorney Wilson telling him of the 
effort of her adviser to induce her to 
settle the case. Wilson called her to 
his office and the affidavit was made. 

Mrs. Cromwell quotes her adviser ag 
saying to her: “You need the money 
and -Vette needs to be prosecuted, but 
I hate to see the old man go behind 
the bars.” 

Mrs: Cromwell says she replied: “I 
need money, but I wouldn’t swear to a 
lie for all of Vette’s millions.” 

Her adviser, she says, then told her 
that if she didn’t make the settlement 
Vette would get all of her household 
goods, as he held all of her canceled 
notes. He instructed her to remain 
away from court and to keep away 
the woman witness who was with her 
when she made her interest payments 
to Vette.

Doctor Who Rode to Jail With 
Woman Tells.-of .Bruise 
‘on Face. ° 


FIGHT FOR COURT SEATS 
Man and Woman Depended on 
for Convincing Evidence by 
Prosecution Are Missing. 


DENVER, Col., Nov. 23.—Dr. W. G. 
Mudd, called today as a state wit- 
ness in the trial of Gertrude Gibson 
Patterson for the alleged murder of 
her husband, Charles A. Patterson, 
proved to have testimony of -value 


to the defense. Attorney Benson, 
of the prosecution declared that the 
physician’s testimony came as a sur- 
prise to him, 

Dr. Mudd rode in the ambulance 
with’ Mrs. Patterson when she was 
taken to the jail after the shooting. 
He bore out the claim of the defend- 
ant that Patterson struck her by 
stating that there was a bluish-look- 
ing spot on Mrs. Patterson's, cheek, 
which the prisoner indicated to him 
in. the course of their ride to the 
lockup as the spot where her husband 
had struck her. —- . 

The witness testified further that 
Mrs. Patterson at first told him she 
did not know who had fired the-~-shot, 
which Killed her husband, but later 
she said that, after her husband had 
knocked her down, he handed her the 
pistol, sayig: 

“Now, damn you, kill yourself.” 

Louis Schramm, a gardener employed 
at the Hendrie Home, before which the 
shooting occurred, and by whom. the 
State expected to show a conversation 
between ‘Mrs. Patterson and her hus- 
band just before the shots were fired, 
is iri Chicago out of jurisdiction of the 
court it was announced and Norah 
Brown, a maid in the Hendrie Home at 
the time of the shooting and who the 
State expected would tell of Mrs. Pat- 
terson’s statements after she had shot 
Patterson, has not yet been found by, 
the sheriff’s deputies. 

The absence of these two witnesses it 
was apparent, seriously disarranged the 
plans of Special Prosecutor Benson, who 
asked fora recess when these witnesses 
failed to respond to their names, shortly 
before the usual time for the noon in- 
terval. 

Fight for Seats. 

The crowd at the courthouse today 
was the largest of -the trial, and the 
fight for seats resulted in much disorder 
in the midst of which one woman was 
injured, but not seriously. 

Women vied with men in fighting to 
gain entrance to the courtroom before 
the seats were filled, the stampede be- 
ing attended by the striking of so many 
blows that the bailiffs had to use stren- 
vous measures to prevent a free-for-all 
fight. 

Dr. Stephen D. Parsons followed Dr. 
Mudd to the stand. His testimony con- 
cerned a newspaper clipping which he 
said he found near tterson’s body aft- 
er the shooting, and which he stated he 
turned over to Police Sergt. McIntyre. 

Sergeant a Witness. 

The latter, who followed Dr. Parsons 
in the witness chair, confirmed the Doc- 
tor’s statement, but he was presented 
to. the defense for cross-examination 
without the clipping being read to the 
jury.

Next Thursday. 


SECRET CONSISTORY FIRST 


This Will Be Followed by Elab- 
orate and Imposing Public 
Ceremonies. 


By Associated Press. 

Cardinals-designate John M. Farley 
and Diomede Falconio arrived here to- 
day. Many ecclesiastics had assembled 
at the station before dawn but the train 
containing the two American arch- 
bishops was late. Both the prelates 
looked well notwithstanding the fatigue 
of their long journey. 

The ecclesiasts present knelt and kiss- 
ed the rings of the new cardinals-des- 
ignate, while many travelers and other 
persons about the station joined in em- 
rhasizing the cordiality of the recep- 
tion. A characteristic note was given to 
the occasion by some of the clerical 
Suite carrying rolled American flags 
bound with white and yellow ribbons, 
the papal colors. 

The warmest congratulations and re- 
spectful greetings were then presented 
to the two cardinals-designate by Mer. 
Thomas F. Kennedy, rector of the Amer- 
ican. college in Rome; Mer. Dennis 
O’Connell, auxiliary bishop of San Fran- 
cisco; Dr. Bernard J. Mahoney of Al- 
bany, spiritual director of the American 
College; Father Dolan, rector of the 
English-speaking Church of San Silves- 
tre here; Father; Hilary Jordan of St. 
Paul and other American clergymen. 

The Superior procurator-general of the 
-ranciscan monks took Cardinal-desig- 
nate Falconio to the monastery of St. 
Antony, while Cardinal-Designate Far- 
ley, accompanied by Mgr. Thomas F. 
Kennedy and Mgr. Dennis O'Connell, 
with Dr. Bernard Mahoney, drove to 
the Hotel Bristol, followed by the suite. 

During the usual papal audience Car- 
dinal Merry del Val communicated to 
the Pope the arrival of the two Car- 
dinals-Designate and informed him of 
the cordial reception that had been ac- 
corded.to them. The Pope was pleased 
and said he was looking forward to re- 
ceiving them soon. 

The secret consistory will be held next 
Monday and the public consistory’ will 
follow on Thursday. At the secret con- 
sistory only the Pope and the cardi- 
nals resident in Rome are present. At 
‘the public consistory three days later 
the ceremony is much more imposing, 
ue new cardinals receiving their red 
hats from the Pope.
